The crash of a giant military 
transport near Moses Lake, 
Wash., today brought to nearly 
300 the number of lives lost in 
a disastrous six weeks for mili- 
tary aviation in the North Pa- 
cific area. i 

Ten plaftes have crashed or dis- 
appeared on. northern routes 
from Korea to Alaska and Mon- 
tana in the series of tragedies 
starting Nov. 7. In the nine prior 
to today’s crash a total of 211 
persons died.

famous and funny partnership. I remember them in the 
war-time film—‘“Last Train From Munich,” was, I think. the 
title—in which they were hurrying back to England at the 
threat of hostilities. ‘The ‘whole comedy was staged in the 
express train, and everyone was worried about what was 
happening. 

Radford and Wayne took the part_of two Englishmen re

Plodding Giants Moved Slowly Southwards 
As Ice Brought Centuries of Silent Death 


BY DR. G. CLIFFORD CARL, Director, Provincial Museum 


ONG after the first mastodons had 

appeared in North America the 

Winters began to increase in length and 

severity. During each cold season the 

mountain snowfields crept down the 

slopes then retreated during the summer 

but gradually the retreats were less than 

the advances with the result that the 

snow line eventually reached the valleys 

and spread out to include the lowlands. 

As their summer rangélands became 

blanketed with year round snow the 

grazers and browsers 

moved southward. 

From the forested 

areas emefged the 

shaggy - haired masto- 

dons, their dun-colored 

forms conspicuous in 

the more open spaces. 

Despite the short co- 

lumnar legs and low 

sloping head the larger 

males_stood nine feet 

Cart high at the shoulder. 

As they wrenched down branches within 

reach of their massive trunks and’ pass- 

ed the vegetation into the mouth each 

male momentarily exposed a short tusk 

on the lower jaw—a vestigial structure 

inherited from earlier ancestors. 

Grazing on ground vegetation were 

mammoths, tivals of the mastodon in 

size but not in feeding areas. Equipped 

as they were with huge ‘grinding teeth 

ridged with many alternate plates of en- 

amél, dentiné and cement, they scorned 

the trees and shrubs to feed upon the 

@fasses, mossés and lichens nearer the 

ground. Their thick coat of hair and 
woo! afforded them better protection. 

Towéring ovér all was the Imperial 

. @lephant with a shoulder height of over 

13 feet. As they moved along these huge 

animals with inwardly curving.tusks fed 


constantly in order to keep themselves 
warm. Some, unable to cope with the 
unfavorable conditions, had been left be- 
hind. Others drifted slowly before the 
advancing cold front to carry on their 
kind for a few more génerations before 
their final disappearance. 

' Moving ahead in the more open plains 
were large herds of horses of many 
kinds. Some, with heavy héad afd neck 
regions, were asé-like in appearance; 
somé, such as the Columbian horse, were 
pony-sized and of light build. 

All walked upon a single toe on each 
foot as do modern species, the second 
and fourth digits now being represented 
by inconspicuous “splints.” Deer and sev- 
eral kinds of bison grazed on the forest 
fringe; some of the latter were giants 
with a six-foot horn spread. 

Trailing along with the migrating 
herds were the smaller fiesh-eaters, sore 
of them preying directly upon the 
herbivores for food. The great sabre- 
toothed cats were the most respected of 
this crowd. 


Lesser fry, including pumas, wolves, 
coyotes, bears, wolverines, raccoons, . 
badgers, otters, skuriks, martens, mink 
and weasels kept clear of the strong- 
jawéd cats, Content to pick up what was 
left after a kill or to forage for them- 
selves. 

AS aréas bécame abandoned by animal 
forms the winter snows continued to 
accumulate unti] the forest trees them- 
selves were completely covered. The 
masses of snow higher up the slopes 
began to become consolidated into ice 
because of the increasing weight. Under 
the unrelenting pressure the ice fields 
began to move slowly down grade’ to- 
ward the valleys until the declivities 
were filled with great tongues of ice * 
straining toward the sea. 


With the passing of the years, the 
adjoining valleys became filled and the 
ice-ribbons flowed together forming a 
larger expanse which eventually covered 
the lowlands from summit to sea. In | 
time only the peaks of the highest moun- | 
tains projected above the huge icesheet 
Inexorably the ice--front crept forward, 
plucking trees in its path, flowing over 
rock hummocks and sweeping soil. and 
every living. thing before it 

Silt, soil, sand, gravel, rocks and huge 
boulders, tumbled onto the ice by glaciers 
flowing down tributary valleys, were 
carried slawly from their points of origin 
to be deposited Info the sea or at the 
jee-front perhaps many hundreds of 
miles distant 

A portion of an elephant’s : tooth 
picked up on the mainland, was thus 
deposited on what is now James Island 
and similarly the tooth of a Columbian 
horse made its way to Saanich Penin- 
sula where it was found a million years 
later. Great masses of. tumbled and 
ground-up material were piled up.as-if 
by legions of monstrous bulldozers. Such 
“glacial till” eventually became the soil 
supporting much of our modern forests 

With the accumulation of immense 
quantities of snow and ice over a large 
part of the northern hemisphere great 
quantities of water were temporarily re- 
moved from circulation. Thus, the level 
of the oceans dropped more than 200 
feet below the present hightide mark and | 
extensive areas of beach and shallow 
sea bottom were exposed. 

Thus the first of three great icesheets 


“came to cover this province as well as 


the entire area of Canada and a portion 
of the northern states. Labrador, Green- 
land, Iceland, Spitsbergen and northwest- 
ern Europe wéte similarly locked in an | 
“ice-age.” For mAny centuries not a liv- 
ing thing was to be.found in these areas. |

MONTREAL (CP)—Sharehol 
ders of Canadian Industries Lim 
ited were advised today that CIL 
may be divided into two separate 
companies as a result of an-anti 
trust action by the United States 
justice department against two 
firms that jointly control CIL. 

E. L. Du Pont de Nemours and 
Company of the U and Im 
perial Chemical Industries Lim 
ited of the United Kingdom were 
ordered in a U.S. Federal District 
Court judgment July 30 last to 
end their joint interest in CIL 
SUBMISSION, PLANNED 

The court decree 
that this could be done 
by sale of stock or by physical 
division of plants and properties 
Both firms are considering a plan 
for submission to a U.S. court 
by January 30. 

At present, Du Pont 
each own about 42 per 
CIL common stock. 

A CIL statement said that as 
both firms desire to continue to 
do business actively in Canada, 
the tentative plan provides that 
two new companies would be 
formed, with Du Pont the prin- 
cipal common shareholder in one 
and ICI in the other. 

All preferred shares and about 
16 per cent of CIL common 
shares are held by the public 
Under the tentative plan; the pre- 
ferred and minority common 
shareholders would hold stock in 
each of the two new companies.

While a few retailers report a shortage of turkeys today, 
the majority of downtown stores appeared to have sufficient 
supplies of birds on hand to take care of their customers. 

The shortage affecting a few stores is only of a tempor- 
ary nature, according to provincial poultry experts. 

They said turkey production in British Columbia and the 
prairies this year has been sufficiently high to supply local 
needs. , 

They added that they expected & shortage of lightweight 
turkeys, however, and many Victorians may have no other 
choice than to buy heavyweights next week. 

So far, turkey retail prices have averaged about 60 cents 
a pound for small birds and 45 cents a pound for large birds. 
There is‘a possibility that prices may rise-slightly next week.
